EXPLORERS, RETURN 


Englishmen Who Spent Two Months 
Near Mount Robson In the 
Rockies 


— 


Messrs. Dr. N. Collie and A. L, 
Mumm, of London, England, have re- 
turned to Edmonton after two months 
spent in the Canadian Rockies on the 
line of the Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
way. These gentlemen have been ex- 
ploring a hitherto unknown region in 
the vicinity of Mount Robson, the 
highest peak in the Canadian Rockies, 
and were acconipanied by a train of 
twenty pack horses, and they state 
that in some places the forests were 80 
impenetrable that they had to cut 
their way through. Several discov- 
eries were made. In one locality they 
came across two great glaciers larger 
than any known in the Rockies, and 
sighted a towering peak that had the 
appearance of being even larger than 
Mount Robson, which is 13,700 feet 
above the level of the sea. One of the 
glaciers was 40 to 50 miles in length, 
and 7 to § miles in length, and of strik- 
ing formation. 

In a letter received by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, Arthur O. 
Wheeler, the well-known mountain 
climber and topographer, who is‘ at 
present in the Canadian Rockies mak- 
ing observations for the purpose of 
mapping out the district, says: “We 
have a great amount of splendid ma- 
terial for publication and a collection 
of photographs that cannot be Sur- 
passed. We have just completed 
what is very nearly a hundred-mile 
circuit around Mount Robson, the 
highest peak in the Canadian Rockies. 
The peaks and valleys, lakes and 
waterfalls, on all sides of it, and the 
glaciers, are very fine. The r-gion is 
immense, and their is work for years 
to come, exploring, mapping and de- 
picting. There is a fine bunch of high 
peaks and large snowfields and gla- 
clers south-west of Tete Jeane Cache, 
There are also great peaks up the 
Athabaska and Fraser headwaters, 
tributary to your line. The most 
showy part of Mount Robson is the 
Robson Pass and glacier, and Berg 
Lake.” 

In addition to the above Mr, Wheeler 
reports that his party have collected 
over 600 specimens of animal and bird 
life, and a good botanical collection as 
well. This expedition, which was Gr- 
ganized by the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
nas been a most successful one, and 
when its results are published, will be 
of great value. ‘The facts now known 
bear out the general impression that 
the territory contiguous to the moun- 
tain division of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Railway will surpass in scenic 
beauty that which can be seen on any 
other of the North American transcon- 
tinental lines,

They have to go or 
they would be kicked out of their 
church. Some of them are in Toronto, 
carrying around their literature. They 
don’t admit they are Mormons until 
they are texed with it, and then they 
deny that polygamy is now practised. 


I say that it is an untruth, and that it] 


is still practised by the leaders of the 
church themselves.” . \ 
Mr. Freece said he was prepared to 
prove that thousands of Mormon con- 
verts, principally young unmarried 
women, were being brought into Can- 
ada, and into the United States by 
way of Canada, and that. they were 
being conveyed by a steamship line at 
special cut rates. He referred to the 
growth of Mormonism in Alberta, ‘and 
said the propagandists would soon 
have’ their representatives at Ottawa, 
as they had in Congress, and would 
use their power politically to prevent 
legislation against their religion. 


OLDEST ODDFELLOW DEAD 


City Assessor at St. Catharines Suc: 
cumbed to a Brief Illness 


Samuel G. Dolson, for 41 years city 
assessor of St. Catharines, passed 
away after a brief illness brought on 
by age. He had attained his 85th yesr. 
He was educated and spent his entire 
‘life in St. Catharines, figuring promi- 
hently in the construction of most of 
the larger buildings, either as con. 
tractor or architect. He was a promi: 
ment member of the Masonic and Odd 
fellow orders, being at the time of his 
death the oldest Oddfellow in all Can. 
ada, having been initiated in Union 
‘Lodge in St. Catharines on January 
12, 1852, and held membership contin: 
uously ever since. He served as grand 
secretary in 1858 and nine years as 
‘Ontario grand master. 

The deceased built the public arches 
dn St. Catharines used at the time of 
the visit of the late wing Edward as 
‘Prince of Wales in '61. He was also 
the builder of the court house, Masonic 
temple, Oddfellows’ building, four 
churches and six schools. He served 
in the council and was deputy reeve in 
the old days. * Besides being assesor 
‘he Was a member of the local board of 
health for years. When the govern: 
ment expropriated Queen Victoria 
Park, Niagara Falls, some years ago, 
he acted as valuator.

LEADS IN ELECTRICITY 


Canada Should Follow the Electrical 
Develonment of Norway 


J. W. Richards, professor of metal- 
‘urgy ut Lehigh University, has been 
studying electrical conditions in Nor- 
way, and on his return home through 


Capada made the following statement: 
“From the electrical point of view 
Norway and Canada are very similar; 
each has ubundant water power -to 
generate the fluid, but Norway is 
several years ahead of Canada in its 
application of electricity to the com- 
mercial problems of the present day. 
The people of the Scandinavian penin- 
sula, however, have realized that if 
they are to continue amongst the yro- 
duucing nations of the world they must 
hasten to develop their resources to 
the fullest extent, and to do so are 
spending unlimited money experiment- 
ing. Canada will be able to benefit 
from the mistakes of the older nation 
and model her plants on thise which 
have proved successful instead of hav- 


ing to break the first sod in the virgin |. 


field of electro-chemical research.” 

He stated that Norway has at the 
present time the cheapect electricity 
in the world. Over half a_ million 
horsepower has been developed, and 
there is every prospect for a fifty per 
cent. increase in the near future. Con- 
sumers can obtain high tension power 
for $6.50 per horsepower per annum. 
The scene of the greatest activity is 
Notingen, where 240,000 horsepower 
are developed from the near-by Ruken 
Falls, and an enorinous plant is now 
in operation extracting nitrogen from 
the air and forming nitrates, which 
are used as fertilizers and are rapidly 
rendering Europe independent of the 
Chilian nitrate fields. The iron- 
masters of Norway have recently 
united into an association for the pur- 
pose of experimenting witb electric 
smelting furnaces, and have developed 
power at Trolhatten, where an experi- 
mental furnace was opened last No- 
vember. The association was formed 
because the iron men realized that the 
charcoal resources of the country were 
being eliminated, partly by use and 
partially through the pulpwood trade, 
which is more profitable. Therefore, 
unless they could discover some new 
means of smelting, the industry was 
doomed. In the electrical furnace it 
has been discovered that only a third 
as much charcoal {is needed as in the 
open hearth furnace, and ore can be 
smelted at a cost said to be $2.50 per 
ton less than by the old method. 
During the present year Mr. Richards 
said that big electrical development 
companice had been formed, and by 
the beginning of next year a plant 
would be in operation for the‘ recon- 
version of old scrap into good iron and 
steel. For this purpose Norwegian 
buyers are at work in Europe obtain- 
ing old ships which would otherwise 
be scrapped, and bringing them to Ncr 
way, where they will be broken up 
carefully and their component parts 
separated and reduced to good iron 
and steel again. Mr. Richards looks 
forward to the day when Canada will 
be as flourishing from the electro- 
chemical point of view as Scandinavia 
is to-day. 


BILL MINER'S PAL DEAD 


Did Not Live to Complete His Twenty- 
One Year Sentence 


Lewis Colquhon, bandit, who figured 
in the public eye in 1905 in holding up 
a westbound express on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway near Ducks, B.C., died 
in New Westminster Penitentiary Hos- 
pital, Colquhon was a pal of Bill 
Miner and Shorty Dust in this hold-up. 
The trio were captured later by 
mounted police after a hard fight in 
the foothills near Kamloops. Miner

LEVEN NEW SEATS 
On THE COMMONS 


|The East Will tee Nine Mem- 
bers While the West Will 
Gain Twenty 


As a result of the census the new 
unit of representation in the Commons 
will be, on the basis of the population 
of Quebec, 30,780. On this basis Nova! 
Scotia will lose two members, New 
Brunswick two, Prince Edward Is- 
land one, and Ontario four. Manitoba 
will gain five members, Saskatchewan 
five, Alberta five and British Columbia 
five. The east will therefore lose nine 
members and the west will gain twenty 
members. The total membership of 
the new House will be 232 members as 
compared with 221 at present. 

-The increase in the last decade was 
over three times as great as the in- 
crease during the preceding decade, 
when the growth in population was 
only 538,076. 

The principal growth was of course 
in Western Canada, where the total in- 
crease was jn round figures 1,008,000, 
compared with an increase of 622,000 
for eastern Canada. The increases by 
provinces, according to the partially 
incomplete figures given below, were 
as follows, in order of the respective 
increase:

Quebec—351,799. 

Ontario—336,955. 

Alberta—299,897. 

British Columbia—184,109.

The Church Must Provide Amusement 
of Some Sort for Young People 


Rev. L. Hudson, of Sydenham, Aus- 
tralia, speaking recently in Canada, 
said that one of the first principles of 
Herbert Spencer's life was to become 
a good animal. Probably the race for 
amusement was becoming a dangerous 
fever in the veins of the young, but 
still recreation had a place in life.

The 
‘Church, he maintained, had every. hing 
to do with whatever touched the moral, 
intellectual and.physical life of the 
young people.

A Special Bill Required For Her In 
Quebec ! 


The distinction of being the first 
woman law student in Quebec province 
falls to Mrs. A. Langstaff, originally of 
Prescott, but latterly of Montreal. The 
bar of the Province of Quebec is not 
under its present powers authorized 
to admit women to the study of the 
practice of law, and consequently Mrs.

When interviewed, she ex- 
pressed herself as very sanguine of 
having these barriers removed, and 
that while it might take,some time for 
the accomplishment, she hoped in a 
few years to be a member of the bar of 
this province. In the Province of On- 
tarlo, she declared, women were ad- 
mitted to the practice of the legal pro- 
fession on the same terms as men, and 
this provision of the law was regular- 
ly being taken advantage of by the 
young women of that province.

Visit of Rev. F. & Paton 


Rev. F. G. Paton; son of Dr. Jno. 


Paton, one of the great missionaries 
of che New Hebrides Islands, visited 
Red Deer on Friday last and pave an 
address in the Presbyterian church 
on the missionary work in the South 
Sea Islands. Mr. Paton wis born 
there and has devoted his life to 
missionary work. When Dr. J. G. 
Paton first went to the New 
Hebrides there were no Christians 


there, and when he left his own 
island there were no heathen. Tho 
natives of these islands were canni- 
bals of the worst type, and before 
the coming of missionaries to these 
islands they captured and aie the 
crew and passengers of any vesyel 
which was wrecked on the coast. 
The custom of burying alive the old 
and invalids and sickly children was 
frequently practiced. Since the 
coming of the missionaries the 
Natives carry out good work in aid 
ing the shipwrecked, and cruelty has 
given place to kindness. The Scrip- 
tures have been translated into the 
native language, and many native 
Christians have gone out as_ mis- 
sionaries to the other islands. The 
lives of many missionaries have been 
sacrificed to the cruelty of — the 
natives, Mr. Paton himyelf having 
escaped dea.h in ways that can only 
be called miraculougy. Mr. Paton 
visits Canada for the first time, and 
this is his first experience af tem- 
peraturebelow zero. He is making a 
tour of Canada with a view to in- 
teresting the churches in mission 
work and raising money with which 
to more adequately continue — this 
most important and _ interesting 
work, 


SiR JOHN CARLING DEAD

John Carling, former postmaster- 
general and minister of agriculture, 
died of pneumonia at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon at his residence.

COMMISSIONERS. REPORT... 

The Commissioners brought, in the 
following report: | 

On Oct. 13th Mr. Haddin, of the 
John Galt Engineering Co., informed 
us that the Provincial Sanitary En- 
gineer would require the Town to 
install comple.e filtration works for 
treatment of sewage instead of just 
the septic tank portion of the sys- 
tem. We immediately wired Mr. 
Owens asking him to visit Red Deer 
to discuss the matter. On the 
16th he vame, algo Mr. Haddin, and 
we showed them over tho ground and 
our propostd system. Mr. Owens in- 
formed us tha: we could go ahead 
and install the works acco:ding to 
our plans which were accepted by the 
fHealth Board three years ago, but 
that the Prov. Board of- Health 
would not assume any responsibility 
for the works. He also stated that 
if we installed his own system of 
sewage purification it would’ be guar- 
anteed by the Board, which would 
ussume full responsibility for it. He 
stated that his system would cost 
only about half what the . proposed 
system would, and that the present 
work could be utilized with very 
little loss, and that if we desired we 
could leave the work over until next 
year. This we decided to do, sub- 
ject to your approval, and work was 
stopped on the septic tank for the 
winter. We had the surplas ma.<erial 
removed and the excavation covered 
in with old plank and fully protect- 
ed. A certificate approving of the 
laying over of the work until next 
year has been received from _the 
Provincial Board of Health. 

On Oct. 12 Chief Meeres reported 
the stock yard scales not woighing 
properly. We had them repaired im- 
mediately, and the next day they 
were thoroughly overhauled. On 
24th Oct. the Mayor received a 
telegram from Calgary that some 
cattle that had been weighed on che 
seales were short in weight. We 
consulted the Town Solicitor on the 
matter, and he advised that nothing 
be done. The scales have been in- 
spected since the repairs by the in- 
spector, who reported them alright. 

Notice of the revision of the vot- 
ery’ list was published in the two 
local papers but only one applica- 
tion was received to have his name 
added io the list. ;

An agreement of the Hospital Board 
gran ing permission for this to be 
done accompanied it. The connec- 
tions will be entirely on private 
property except where they cross the 
road to the hospital, and will not 
de connected to the town mains or 
seweis directly. 

Mayor Welliver and Councillor 
Carseallen represented Red Deer at 
the Union of Albersa Municipalities 
onvention held in Macleod recently.

If an average of two per 
night are out we are paying $250 per 
year for something we are not get- 
tiny, besides the public are out the 
service they are enti:led to. Gener- 
ally the service is very bad, the 
lights recently installed are nearly 
all unsatisfactory and.many of tho 
old lights give a flickering light or a 
very poor light. The attention of 
the company has been called ‘to the 
unsatisfactory conditions With Mr. 
Gireene and W, A. Moore, m:nager of 
the Western General Electric GCo., 
we visited and inspected all the arc 
‘lights in town on the night of Oct. 
21st. Mr. Moore admi ted the 
lights were not giving:a sa‘ isfactory 
service and promised that con-lit’ons 
would be improved shortly. So far 
there has not been any imp:ovement 
—in fact they are worse if anything. 
The contract between the Company 
and the Town calls for the light 
supplied to be equal in eve.y way to 
jthat supplied by any city or town 
‘in the N. W. Territories, all material 
Ito be of the best quality and tho 
lamps to be kept in a thoroughly 


| efficient condition. It is evident that |} 


the Company is not carrying out 
its agreement and we recommend 
that some action be taken to compel 
them to furnisn the service we are 
paying for.

PRESENT SYSTEM. 

Perhaps the worst feature of the 
present system is careless tinancing, 
owing Jatgely to there being little 
continuity of policy and to the tran- 


cil through committees. A mayor is 
elected annually, frequently a = man 
with little or no previous municipal 
experience ; usually some or many of 
the council are under the same handi- 
cap. The council meets at the be- 
ginning of the year and strikes com- 
mittees to manage finance, public 
works, ete. The auditors’ report for 
the previous year, which, unfortun- 
ately, does not usually give a clear 
idea of the financial position of the 
town without careful study, is per- 
haps read; it is seldom analyzed, 
and more seldom understood by the 
majority of the council. It is then 
filed away. Estimates are prepared 
for the year, the only permanent 
official, the seeretary-treasuier, wno 
should know what is required, is sel- 
dom being consulted, and each com- 
mittee gets as much money to spend 
as possitale, regardless of necessity or 
expediency. The spending of tne 
money is in the hands of the com- 
mitzce, and generally the chaiiman 
hay not time to supervise the work 
done and to see that there is no 
waste or that the appropriation is 
not exceeded. The end of the y.ar 
comes and it is found that some 
commit.ees have spent more money 
than was provided, there is a deficit 
for the next council to make — up.

es buiit, grass sown, and the lawns 
kept trimmed. Graves are attended | 
to by the town for a nominal sum. 
Water mains and sewers are_ laid, 
accommodating nearly every part of 
the town, and fire protection is fur- 
nished every building. Sewer 
connections are put into houses by! 
the town for cost, the amount repay-! 
able by the owner in five annual in-! 
stalments. 

A modern p'umbing by-law is st: ict- 
ly enforced, .providing for the inspec-' 
tion of plumbing inytalled. | 

Health rules are enforced, as a re-! 
sult of which there were, during’ 
1909, only 10 cases of meav‘es, 1 of | 
chicken-pox, and two of typhoid, the 
latter both contracted outside the! 
town. 

A $30,000 hospital is maintained, ' 
partly by grants by the town. 1 

A $50,000 public school 4s main-j 
tained, also a high ‘school.

town is owned by the town, on 
which are erected a firehall, market! 
scales and town offices and police | 
station. A septic tank is being
